Hylome as olde bok; 
maketh mencion: whan 
the noble and famous Lt 
te ok Rome: was moſte 
ſhynynge in hys kelicite 
and flouring i his gloꝛp / 
lpke as it is remembꝛed in the bokes ot 
olde antiquite: in the pꝛyme tẽps of his 
foundacion whan the walles were reiſed 
on hyght by the manly and pꝛudent dili⸗ 
gence of Bemus and Nomulus: the Lt- 
tc ſtode vnder gouernaũce of kynges tyll 
vnto the tyme that Tarquine: ſonne of 
Tarquine the pꝛoude: dyd the great out- 
rageous offence vnto Luctes / wyfe ofthe 
woꝛthy Scnatourc Collatine. In pu⸗ 
nyſhyng of whiche treſpaſſe by the malp 
purſupte of Collatynes kynred and full 
aſſente of all the Senate: the name of 
kpngꝭ ccaſed i the Cite of Nome koꝛ cuer 
moꝛe / ⁊ all the ropall ſtocke of the foꝛeſaid 
Tarqupne was pꝛoſeripte + put in exple. 
& And after by the pꝛudent aduyſe of the 
Scuatc:the Cite was gouerned bytwene 
Lounſcplers / and ſo contynucd vnto the 
tyme that Pompey the pꝛoude was rc= 
payꝛed home agapne fromthe conqueſte 
of Ty2e-/ whiche bp foꝛce he had made 
ſubiecte vata the emppꝛe of Rome: where 
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as with great woꝛthincs of fame he was 

reccpued. So that for his great nobleſle 
he was chsſcn onc of the thc foꝛ to go- 
ucrnc the Cie: alſſygned to hym other 
two full renomed of knyghthode: Julius 
££34r/ and Matcus Craſſus / and thus 
was the name of Couuſeplers tourncdin 
to the name of Dictatours / whiche was 
that ipme an oſtyce pariinent to pꝛynces 
to gouerne other. Aud oz a ſpec all cauſe 
this oſtyce and this occupacion of a Dic⸗ 
tatoate: by aſſente of all tic hole Senaie 
was cömptted vnto thꝛc / that if one oficn 
ded: the other twapne ſhulde bempghip 
and ſttonge to coꝛrecie the thyꝛde. # And 
an other cauſe was ihis. x whyle that 
twainc were occupied in warre outwarde 
thc thyꝛde ſhulde gorierne at home. And 
thus all che whyle they were of ene harte 
of one aſſent / and voyde of var: auncc a⸗ 
monge them ſelſe: the nobleſſe of Rome 
flourcd in pꝛoſpetite. But as ſone as falſe 
couctyſt bꝛought in pꝛyde and vay ne am⸗ 
bicion: The cõtagcous Serptte of Diui⸗ 
ſion clypſed aud appalled her woꝛthynes / 
cocludpng ſoihly as in ſentence that euc⸗ 
ry kiugdome ꝓued by diuiſton is coucyed 
to his diſtruct:on. And ſo foꝛ the ſurquc⸗ 
dous pꝛyde on the partyc of Julius: and 


after of the ſayd Life of Nome: the cotts 
tageous couetyſc entremedled with enuy 
on the partye ot Pompey: madc the fa- 
mous Cite ot Rome fully waſt and wylde 
nat onely of theyꝛ innumerable treaſure : 
but cauſed the alſo to be full barcyne and 
deſolate of theyꝛ men / where tofoze of woꝛ 
thyncs/ of knyghthodc/ and of chpualrp: 
they were incomparable, x And finallp 
the falſe diuiſion amonge them ſelfe: was 
moꝛe impoꝛt able vnto them: and cauſed 
moꝛe the rupnc of the Cite / tha wha thep 
had warre with all the wozlde / lyke as 
this lytell ſtoꝛpe compendtonfly ſh all de⸗ 
uyſe. C And to conucp bꝛefly the pꝛoceſſe 
of this mater: pe ſhall fyꝛſte vnderſtande 
that Marcus Lraſſus was ſente to the 
parties of the Nozthe with ſprc legions 
of knyghtes ag apnſte the kynge of Par- 
thes. C And the manly man Julius 
Ccʒar with other ſyrte legions of people 
was ſent downe paſking the great bondes 
of Lombard / diſcending downe by hygh 
Alppes / æ auaplyng downe by the large 
plage of Germany and of Almaygne/ tyl 
by conqucſte: by his manlp foꝛce and his 
mo2tallſwerde he brought all France in 
to ſubiection / ⁊ all the lande of Burgopne 
Bꝛabant / Flaunders / * Holande, In 
ui. 


whiche cõqueſt he cõtynued tyll almoſte 
the ſpace ot his Luſtre was waſted out. 
That is to ſap:that was the ſpace limp⸗ 
ted ofthe Romanes: the whiche was cal 
led a Luſtrc/ which is accũpted the ſpace 
of. b.pere /æ who ſo cucr paſſed that ſpace 
Sp accaſton of any cõqueſt # nat repaired 
agaync at his tymce (ct # lympted of tyue 
pcre:Hc was Fouuged anonc ⁊ dept asenc 
my æ rebell vnto the noble Cite of Rome 
¶ But this famous # manly mi Julius 
pzudentlp dempnge in his oppupomthat 
tyme loſte whyle that foztune is blandeſ⸗ 
hig e fauourablc:thꝛough the cotageo? 
occaſyon of negligẽcc æ of ſlouth:is after 
ward ful harde foꝛ to be recoucred. wher 
fo:e oftinyghthode & manly pꝛowelſc he 
dyd ſet the Romanes ſtatut{ aſyde:s# ful- 
iy purpoſed in his noble æ knpghtlpherte 
fo to paſſe the bondes # the ſpace of his 
LTuſtre / and to enfoꝛce hym ſelfe with his 
chyualry to wynne the bond; of Bꝛetain 
and ouctſayle by foꝛce the weſte party of 
our Deeeatt. But foꝛ all his ſurquedous 
pꝛyde he was twycs beten ok at his arp⸗ 
uale by the woꝛthynes of the Bꝛetõ king 
called Caſſpbelan. And playnly without 
fauour to declare & ſpecify the trouth he 
migh ncucr attaync to arpue at his luſte 


aud pleaſure : tyll this manly kyng Caſ⸗ 
ſybelan and And2ogenes duke of Coꝛne⸗ 
waple: fell at debate amonge them ſelte / 
wherby J map coclude that whyles vny⸗ 
te and accoꝛde ſtode vndetoyled a vndeuy 
ded in the bond? of Bꝛetaine: the mighty 
conquerour Julius was vnable aud im⸗ 
potent to vaynquiſſhe the. ¶ By whiche 
enſample pe map cupdently coſyder and 
ſe:that diuiſiõ lyke as is ſpeciſied tofoꝛne 
is 021ginall cauſe in pꝛouynces and regi⸗ 
ons of all deſtruction: Foz whan Julius 
by fauourc of Andꝛogenes recouered ary 
uale into B2etapne : ſhoꝛtly after Caſſy⸗ 
bctancthe manly kynge: pꝛoudelp and 
knyghtly met with hym / bet wcne whoe 
there was a moztall warre. But lyke as 
it 1s —_—_ remembꝛed and recoꝛded 
by the wꝛptynge of the moſte woꝛthye 
aud graduate clerke Euſcbius that ſame 
dape whan Julius and Laſſybclan met 
in the fclde : this fo:cſayd Caſſybel ane 
had a famous and a paſſpng manly man 
to his Bꝛother: the whiche with his blo 
dy moꝛtall ſwerde neuer ceaſed to fic and 
opp2cllc the pꝛoude Romane kupghtes / 
fo fartoꝛth that they fledde and eſchewed 
his werde as the deth. x Foz as he 
wente there was no reſpſtence. And

this confynued ſo longe that the Roma. 
nes were impotent to reſpſte. x But Oh 
alas whau he was weried of fyght : it be⸗ 
fell caſually of Foꝛtune whiche is ay con 
frary and peruerſe: that he of aduenture 
met with this manly man Julius / and 
both two lyke as made is mencion: fared 
as Tygres and Lyons / euerpche woun⸗ 
dyng other full moꝛtallp / tyll ſodeynly by 
diſpoliciõ of fate: Julius with an vnware 
ſtroke of his dꝛedtull werde rofe hym as 
twenc. x And bycauſe the ftozy maketh * 
no mcncyon what this wozthye knyght 
byght: J fynde none other name of hym 
but that he was bꝛother vnto the noble 
Bꝛeton kyng Caſſybelan. x The deth of 
whomeB2etons ought full well to com⸗ 
plaync / by whoſe deth Julius was made 
victoztous / and Laſſpbclanec bꝛought to 
ſubiection vnto the Emppꝛe of Rome / & 
conſtrepned by Ceʒar to pape foꝛ his tru⸗ 
age / thꝛe thouſande pounde cucry pere. 
¶ And in the ſygne ot this conqueſte and 
victoꝛy Julius Ceʒ ar cdified in this lãde 
fo2 a perpetuall memozy to put his name 
in remèbꝛaũce: the caſtell of Douer / and 
Caunterburp / Kocheſter / and the towꝛe 
of London / the caſtell æ the towne of Ceza 
riſbury / whiche nowe is called Haleſbury 


And moꝛe oucr as ſaythe myne auctoure 
he edifyed Cezaris Cheſter / that nowe is 
called Chycheſter / æ the caſtell of Exteter 
¶ And in the meane whyle that Lezar 
thus pꝛoudelyhad holy e entyerly the go⸗ 
ternaſtce of Bꝛutes Albpon: his felowe 
Marcus Craſſus of whoc tofoꝛe is made 
mencion: was flaync in the Eſt partyc of 
the woꝛlde / whyle he made moſte cruell 
warre agaynſte the fycrs people of Par⸗ 
thes. x And foꝛ his gredy vnſtaunchea⸗ 
ble thurſte of couetyſe / his enempes ſlewe 
hym in this wyſe. x They made melte 
golde # poured it in to his mouthe / ſapng 
to hym in this wyſc. Aurum fitiſtt : 
aurũ bibe. Thou haſt thurſted golde all 
thy lyfe : nowe dꝛynke thy fyll. C Lo 
here pe may cõſyder and ſe the ſhoꝛte and 
the momentanp tyme tranſptozy and nat 
abpdyng of all the warriours. And as the 
ſtoꝛy rcherſeth alſo : as foꝛ lamtt able ka⸗ 
lende of mo2C inkoꝛtunc that after ſhuldc 
folowec : Julia the noble wyfe of Pompep 
and doughter to Lezar dyed of a chylde . 

Foꝛ whiche cauſe Pompeyus pꝛetended 
to fynde a cauſe to reuoke Lezar agapnc 
to Rome by aſlẽte of all the Cenate to the 
intent that he ſhulde come in his owne p⸗ 
ſone to reuenge in all haſte the deth ol his 
4 5. 


felowe Marcus Craſſus: as befoꝛe is 
ſayd ſo vengeably flayne tn his coqueſt 
¶ This ſame Pompey haupng a ſcercte 
dꝛede in his concept leſt that Julius Ce⸗ 
zar ſhulde ware ſo myghty in his coqueſt 
that he ſhulde nat be eg all ot power / noz 
able to reſyſte hym in his repapꝛe / and 
dꝛedynge alſo in his pmaginacion leſte 
that. Julius wolde of pꝛeſũptuous pꝛyde 
vſurpe by tyꝛanup to take vpon hym the 
tozdchypc and the dominacion of Kome 
But this manly man £czar aducrtyngec 
full pzudentlp- and perceyupng the frau⸗ 
dulcut meaupng of Pompey on that one 
ſyde: and the compaſſed ſteyght of the 
Cenate of that ather ſyde: full aduyſcdly 
gaucanſwere agayncthat hc wolde ac⸗ 
complyſthe and perfaurmc his conqueſte 
whiche he had begon / and than mekely 
and humblyp at they2 requcſte repapze 
home agapuc. * And in this wyſc entred 
in the ſnake of wanhape and of diſco2de: 
whichc cauſed eueryche to ſuſpecte other 
and thus began to kyndle the fyꝛe of en⸗ 
uy / enduting ſucceſſpuclp warte # debate 
among the ſclfe/ æ here vpon withaut de 
lay to execute theyꝛ purpoſe: $ cuydentlp 
to ſhewe the ende of theyꝛ intent: Pom⸗ 
pcy e the Cenate of one aſſent without 


reſpite oz deliberacton fozitgedLezar gyl 
ty/diſobeyſante/rebcll / and traytourc to 
Komc/ and gauc vpo hym a ſentẽce dit⸗ 
finitpue of exyle æ p2oſcripcton fo2 cuer⸗ 
mo2c, CBut Julius nat coſyderyng noꝛ 
hauyng no mancr cuydence nc ſuſpecion 
of that malicioꝰ coſpiracy that Pompey 
and the Lenate w2ought agaynſte hym. 
But ail inacent and vnknowlegynge jof 
they? enupous malyce by good and dili⸗ 
geut dcliberacion of intent dyd ſende his 
Imbaſſatoures: nat vnto his ſonne in 
lawe Pompey :but alſo vnto all the woꝛ 
thy courte of the Cenatt / and to all other 
ofthe Citezens of the Lite / requirpnge 
and pꝛayng the of cquite/that foꝛ his me 
rito2y deſerte: theyſulde nat be cotrary 
agapnſtc hym / no2 foꝛ none occaſpon of 
wyltulnes: to deny vnto hym his cuſtu- 
mable gucrdou the whiche is due ok olde 
antiquite tobe gyne to coqucrours : but 
that they wolde frely a wylfully( vncom⸗ 
pelled) graũt him # put him ĩ poſſeſſiõ of 
the Palme ⁊ the triũph whiche ſolog by 
knyghtly labour ⁊ mãly diligence he had 
fo: the encteace ⁊ the augmetacion of the 
comon p2ofite of all the empire of Rome 
trauapled foꝛ. Tha foꝛ to ſpecifye and 
declare the honour Triũphe whylome 


bled in Rome: Fy2fte pe ſhall vudertide 
that Triumphus by diſcripcion: is as 
moche to ſape in Englyſlhe as a treble 
gladnes / oꝛ els a ſpngulcr erccllency of 
iope / in thꝛe maner of wyſe oꝛdepned foꝛ 
victours: whiche thꝛough theyꝛ hygh re 
nowme and maly pꝛoweſſe had bought 
regions and cities by way of knyghly cõ 
queſte to be ſubiecte #trybutary varo the 
£Empy:e of Rome. C Tbe fpꝛſte ofthe 
thze woꝛſhipes done to a cõqucrour: was 
this. ¶ Fpiſte at his repapꝛe vnto the 
Cite: all the people of hyc eſtate and of 
lowe: chulde with great ioye & reucrence 
in theyꝛ beſt ⁊ richeſt aray: mete hym on 
the way. And this was the fyꝛſte. ¶ The 
ſcconde was this / that all the pꝛyſoners 
and they that were in captiuite: ſhnlde 
fetred æ manacled go roũde aboute enui⸗ 
ron his charet:ſde befo2c ⁊ ſomc behynde 
¶ And the thyꝛde woꝛſhype done vnto 
hym this was. That he ſhulde be clad ĩ a 
purpurate mãtell of Jupiter as god / and 
ſyt with a crowne of Laurcr vpo hishced 
ma charet of golde / æ about his necke a 
maner ok a cercle enupꝛon made of golde: 
in ſymplitude x lykenes of a Palme. And 
ifſo that his cõqueſte were pfourmed x ac 
coplyfſhed without e ſwo2de oz ſhedynge 


of blode:thi ſhuld the tercle of thepPalme 
be foꝛged without pzyck7 oꝛ pynnes. And 
it ſo were that his victoꝛy was fpnyſſhed 
by the cruell fate ot warte: thi of cuſtũe 
his lercle oꝛ his pectoꝛall was foꝛged all 
full of harpe pꝛyckig thoꝛnes / to declare 
and ſpccify that there is no cõqueſte accõ 
plyſſhed fully to the ende by mediacion of 
warrc ; without that there be felte and 
loũde the rin the ſharpe thozucs of aduer 
lite / #that out her by dcth oꝛ cls by poucr 
te. Aud this ropall victoꝛious Chatet to 
fo:cſayd was dꝛawen with foure whyte 
ſtedes through the moſt ropall ſtretes of 
the cite to the Capitol / he hauyng a cep 
tre in his hande full rychely deupſed: and 
thervpon in ſygne of victoꝛy an Eglc of 
golde. And to ſhewe clerely that al world 
ly gloꝛy is traulitoꝛy æ nat abydyng:and 
cuydenily to declare that in hyghe cſtate 
is no aſſuraũce:i here was (ct at the back 
of the coqucrour / behynde in the charct / 
the moſt vnlylicly perſonc / and the moſte 
wꝛetche: that in any count rey myght be 
foundc / diſſy gured a clad in the moſt vgly 
wyſe that any man coulde deupſe. A And 
ampd all the clamour ⁊ noyſe of the pco- 
plc / to exclude the falſe ſurquedy / vapne 
glozy/ and pdle laude: this fozſayd foule 


and vgly wꝛetche hulde of cuſtome and 
of cõſuctude ſmpte the conquerour in the 
necke euer and vpõ the heed / a ſtandmele 
ſapnge to hym in Breke: this woꝛde 
(Notys polptos) whiche is to ſay in our 
cnglyſſhe tong as(Knowe thy ſcife) wht 
che dcclarcth vnto him that he no2 noue 
other ſhuld foꝛ no ſuche wozldly gloꝛp be 
ſurquedous nc ware pꝛoude. And that 
dap it was lefull without punyſſhyng to 
euerp man of hyc cltatc oꝛ of lowe toſay 
tohym that was victoure / what that he 
wolde whether it were of honour oꝛ woz 
hype / of repꝛefe oꝛ of ſhame. And this 
was admpttcd foz this cauſe / that he 
ſhuldc trucly conſpder and aducrte that 
there is none crthip gloꝛy that fully map 
be aſſured without daunger of foztunc. 
And ſhoꝛtly to declare the difference be⸗ 
twene Triüphus # Tropheũ. Triũph is 
a full # a cöplener ouercompng of enc⸗ 
mpes by batayle. And Trophe is whan a 
man putteth his enempes to flyght with 
out ſtroke of ſwerde. ¶ But touchyng 
this honour afoꝛſapd whiche Julius re⸗ 
qupꝛed aſked of ryght as foꝛ a guerdon 
whichc him thought was merit oꝛp a due 
vnto him. Anon this fozlatdPopcy with 
fnll aſſet of all the cenate denied all with 


one vopcchts requeſt: and ot one accoꝛde 
anſwcred ag ayne + ſapd hym platly he 
ſhuld nat be accepted there vnto no ſuche 
honour / but planly they bad hym knowe 
that he hade rather deſcrucd to be deed 
thi to attapne to anyſuche woꝛſhipt / alle 
gyng agapnſt hym that he was both te⸗ 
bell æ traptour to the ſtatutes of Rome. 
¶ And whi Julius clcrelp cocepuecd the 
ſho:tc anſwere ofthe cenate #4 of this Þ3 
pep tofo2e ſaid / there kindeled a ful great 
hote bzfnpng fy2c of enup in his harte of 
the fretyng hate ſpecially that he bare in 
his bꝛeſte foꝛ to be reuenged of Pompey. 
¶ Aud as Lucau reherceth i his poctical 
boke:the deneyng ol this woꝛſhipe to Ju 
lius: was the chete groũde e occaſion of 
all the warrc that began in Kome / rote + 
begynning alſo of all the cõtagcous diut 
ſion among the ſelte. ¶ But fo as Lucan 
lyketh to reherce ⁊ ſpecify in his boke a⸗ 
foꝛeſapd among other cauſes that he put 
Lye in eſpeciall wꝛpteth ot thzx whiche 
were chefe begynnyng and rote of dim- 
ſion among the (clfc / pꝛouyng by reaſon 
in thoſc thꝛe: that it muſt nedes be: that 
the felicite # the pꝛoſperite of Rome muſt 
abate ꝭ᷑ dꝛawe to declinc / thewhiche the: 
Firſt he ſaith it was neceſſary that ſuche 


aduerſpte ſhulde fall to Rome, Secondas 

rcly hc ſayth it was coſuctadynary, And 
thy2dlp he ſaith it was volittary.C Firſt 
that it was neceſſarp: he pꝛoucth by ex⸗ 
ample ot nature in this wyſc. That lyke 
as hebus the ſonne: whan he arpſeth ĩ 
the Oꝛient:and by ſucceſſpue courle alct⸗ 
deth into the hygheſt poynte of the M yd 
dap ſpere: and ot his kynde and naturall 
courſc muſt diſcende: and hath his golde 
treſſed hoꝛnes in the weſtren wawes: and 

than dymmeth e darkucth our emeſperp 
by abſence of his lyght : æ alſo cke whan 
thc ſame goldẽ wayne of Tytan: fro the 
Ariet ts whpꝛled vp to the hygheſt towꝛe 
of his aſcention in the celeſtpall tpgne of 
the crabbe: and tha by the myghiy com⸗ 
pclipng ot natures ryaht: he is conſtrep 
ned to diſcende downc + auale his charet. 
Byght ſo ſemblably there is no woꝛldly 
wozſhypc ſo bꝛyght noꝛ clere ſhynyng in 
erth: but that it muſt enclpne and auale 
downe as ſone as he hathe attapned to 
the hygheſt & the moſt famous poynte ot᷑ 
his aſcencion.

And thus of ca 
trarious diſcoꝛde amongethe ſelte:oncly 


of volunty : thep ſtode difſcuered and de⸗ 
uyded/ whiche was one ofthe chefc occa- 
ſyons of theyꝛ deſtruction . And foz this 
{kpll totoꝛne declared. Lucan calleth the 
thyꝛde cauſe voluntary : in as moche as 
it was falſly founded vpon wyll. ¶ And 
thus tyꝛſte by a cauſe ncteſſary: and by 
the ſeconde cauſe called conſuctudpnary 
<cwed tofo:e by crample of cuſtume:and 
by this laſtc thyꝛde cauſe called volatary 
roted onelp vpon wyll: The Romancs 
amonge them ſclfc ; ſtode in ſuche contra 
uerſpe: That they douted to whiche par 
ty they ſhulde enclyne. x And compen⸗ 
diouſly to declare howe all theſe cauſes 
of diuiſion. Howe the warre whiche of 
clerkes is called Bellum Ciuile: whiche 
is as moche to ſayc in cuglyſſhe: As a 
warrc among them ſelfe. x Foꝛ the clere 
compendious pꝛoces of whiche: fy2ſtc pe 
ſhall conſider that Julius plapuly cnfo2- 
med ofthe malicious cõſpiracy cõpaſſed 
and wꝛought ag aynſte hym. Anon as he 
in his repapꝛe out of Albpon was paſſed 
the bondes of Almapgnc#s had attapncd 
to high Alpies / whiche of auctours ben 
called the colde froſtꝑ hylles / and the bon 
des of Lombardy / e ſo holdpng his paſ- 
ſage by the flode of the ſturdp riuer called 
Ofdiuh, B. 2. 


of Lucan (Rubtcantis )therc appered to 
bym an oldc auncit᷑t lady heup and dꝛerp 
in a mantcll of blacke / her face wymplcd 
tofoze in full dolozous wyſc: the treſles 
of her hede foꝛ age full hoꝛe and whyte. 

Aud foꝛ conſtreynt of her hartely wo: cut 
bpon the tyme whan the blacke darke 
nyght had oucr ſpꝛedde thcy2 empſperp 
with the bozdurc of her vglyand her clou 
dy cope. This wofull lady tofoꝛe ſayd 
began her lament able complaynt to Ju⸗ 
lius in this wyſc. ¶ Oh ye noble wozthp 
knyghtcs moſte renomed of fame: Alas / 
whether purpoſe pe with ſo myghtp aps 
parayll of Mats to pꝛocede / oz where 
caſte pe to fptche your ſtoutdpſtanderdes 
02 to diſplayc your ferefull pynons and 
bancrs. Oh alas agaynſtc whomc haue 
pc caſte fynally to crecute the moztall 
hate that b:cnncth in pour harte / oz as 
gaynſt whome purpoſc pe in ſuche cruell 
wyſc to pꝛoue your myght. Remember 
in your thought that yc be vpholden bp 
the Senate ot Rome / and pour ſelfe ac⸗ 
compted as foꝛ noble and full wozthye 
knyght; of the Litc / and ſhewe nat pour 
ſelft nowe enempes to the Emppzc / by 
whoſe woꝛthynes afoꝛe tyme it hath ben 
ſuſtepned a mightcly ſuppoꝛted agaynſte 


the aſſaute of all her fone. x And Oh 
alas aduerte and conſyder in pour harte 
the noble and the pꝛudent ſtatutes of the 
polecy of Romt / the whiche full playnly 
doth erpꝛeſſe that it is lefull vnto no ma 
fo: to paſſe the bondes of this ſtreme:but 
if he be mo2tall enempe and rcbell vnto 
Rome. * Nowe pe therfoꝛc that haue 
ſo longe ben frend{7/ and ſo manly mayn= 
teyned the honour of the cite: withdꝛawe 
pour kote and haſte nat to faſte: but let 
good deliberacion reſtrapne pour repnes 
that haſty wylfulnes lede pou nat to con 
fuſton / nat onelp of your ſclfc : but vnto 
thc oꝛiginall rupne ofthe Lite: by the ha 
boundant ſhedyng of blode that is lykcly 
to enſue. C And ſodeynly whan this la⸗ 
dy had bꝛefly expꝛeſſed the ſame of her ſt 
tfce without moꝛe ſhe diſapered. C This 
maly man and foꝛtunate knyght Julius 
in party diſmayed of this vncouth appa⸗ 
rencc: reſtrepned his hoſte : and made 
them to fetche theyꝛ tentes endelong the 
ſtronde vpon the hynder parties of the 
ryucr. x And in his vncouthe affray : he 
ſodepnly abꝛapd: ſayd in this wyſe . 

¶ Oh thou mighty Jupiter vader whoſe 
demapne Uulcanus foꝛgeth the dꝛedkull 
ſownes of the thonder: and cauſcth herts 


to arpſe with the kyꝛe leuen: And oh ys 
goddẽ and goddeſles that whylomc hade 
the gouernaũce of our aũteters in Trop: 
and oh yc noble goddes Remus and Ro 
mulus thc famous foundcrs & the mighs 
tp pꝛotectouts and pattones of the Lite 
of Rome: JF as humble ſubicete vnto 
your deitc full lowly beſeche and requpꝛe 
you of cquyte and ryght to be well wplly 
and fautourable to pꝛomote my true qua- 
rell and cauſe / and benyngly of pour boũ 
teous goodnes to fauoure and koꝛtune 
the hygh cntcrp2yſc whiche of iuſte tytle 
I purpoſe foꝛ lyfc 02 deth thꝛough pour 
fanourc to crecute / and nat as euempe 
92 rebell to Rome: but as a tric Litezf 
and a pꝛeued knyght caſt me fully to per 
ſcuer. with cõdicion that lyke as J haue 
manly dcſerued : J may be recepucd / ms 
kynga pꝛoteſtacion that nat as enempe 
but as full frende and ſubiecte to Rome 
J wyll be ſounde ſtedfaſte and truc . 
¶ wherfoꝛe pe mighty and noble Sena⸗ 
fours of Rome J requpꝛe pou of ryght 
that yenothing arcctc no2 aſcryue tomy 
gyltcthatJ come with ſtronge # mighty 
hande:that J entre the bondes of the cm 
periall fraunchyſe. Makyng a full pꝛo⸗ 
teſtacion that only with a clenc colcience 


nat entryked with none entente of cuyll 
meanyng: that J comc to pou of full pur 
poſc to be recepued as fo? pour frede and 
nat as your foo. Requiryng alſo to holde 
hym( what ſo euer he be) foꝛ full enemyt 
to pour noble cite: that of wyll and entt᷑t 
labourcth to make diſcozde atwene vs 
twaync. Fo: ſo that my merito2y gwer⸗ 
don whichc that J hauc in my conqueſte 
tuſtcly deſerued be nat denped me: F am 
and euer wyll be: fo2 lyfe oꝛ deth r a true 
knyght to the Cite: to mp lpues ende. 
¶ And foꝛthwith makpug no delap:lyke 
a Lyon nat diſmaycd no: afraicd: Fy2ſtc 
of all in his owne pcrſonc he paſſed the 
Kyuer / the whiche ryuer lyke as Lucan 
tremembꝛeth: the ſame tyme at the co- 
myng of £Xczar : agaynſt his cuſtumable 
courſc: was repſed on heyghinto a great 
flode / # all the whyte Snowes of Alpics 
were reſolued with the beames of 33heb® 
where thꝛough the ryucrs in the valpes 
were repſed ſo hygh that vnnethes any 
mi might paſſc. But Juliꝰ ot no vncouth 
aduttures afraied / but like a mãly ma ful 
well aſſurcd in him ſelte: i the pᷣſence of al 
his woꝛthy knyghtes: ſaid in this wyſt. 
¶ Here J leue behynd all the olde cofede 
racics made betwyxte Rome ⁊ mc / ⁊ here 


Fleue all the frendſhipe of olde antiquite 
and oncly folowe the traces of foztune : 
and of holc intente begynne a ryghtfull 
warre: foz cauſe onely that by mediacion 
ol pcace pꝛofered in my ſyde: Imap nat 
attcync my tytle ot ryght. ¶ And anon 
without moꝛe delacyon eucu vpon the 
ſpꝛyng of the dape: whiche of clerkes is 
called Auroꝛa: he vnwarcly with all woz 
thy multptude of his knyghtes entred in 
to the cite( called ot Lucan)Arimpc/ a ci⸗ 
te partinent to Rome / and there he toke 
fyꝛſte poſſeſſpon of the Emppꝛe: none ſo 
hardy to rcſyfte noꝛ to withſtande the fu⸗ 
ty of his ſ werde / and all this whyle the 
Komanes ſtandyng in doute to whiche 
partpe they ſhulde enclync / whether to 
Ce zar oꝛ to Pompcy. Foz of charite that 
they had to theyꝛ wyues and thepꝛ chyl⸗ 
dꝛen and to the olde ſtatutes of the Cite / 
they were fauourable to Pompey / and of 
dꝛede that they had of Cezares ſ werde: 
they ſtode in ſo greate ambiguite: that 
they coulde nat deme what was beſte to 
do. Lo howe the moztall cnuye of 
twapne was cauſc and occaſpon that / 
that noble cite whiche had all the woꝛlde 
in ſubtection / and was called Lady and 
Empꝛeſſc of all regions was bꝛought u 


to deſkeuccton, Foꝛ in theſe two: firfte 
beganne the diuiſion whiche neuer after 
 myght parfytcly be reſtoꝛed noz teconſi⸗ 
led to vnyte / wherby as ſemeth vnto me: 
that all pzudent Pꝛynces whiche haut 
the gouernaunce in pꝛouinces and Ke- 
gions ſhulde take example what harme 
and damage it is / and howe fynall a deſ⸗ 
truction it is to be deupded among them 
ſelfe. And foꝛ to ratify by moꝛe Auctt⸗ 
tpke crample howe moche that vnytc 
moꝛe auapleth thi diuiſion J wyll choꝛzt 
ly rcherce an example the whiche Uale⸗ 
tie putteth / and it is this. ¶ This auc⸗ 
tour reherceth that whylome whan the 
Cite of Rome ſtode lpkelp to haue ben 
deuyded of a debate that was newly bes 
gonne amonge them ſelfe: there was a 
wyſe Phyloſopher among them: whiche 
of hygh diſcrcſſpon conſpdered the great 
peryll that was lykcly to fall and folowe 
and though he wolde of wyſdome voyde 
that myght enſue. And in pꝛeſence of all 
the ſenate and loꝛdes of the cite: he made 
b:yng foꝛth an hoꝛſe whiche had a longe 
and a thycke taple grow? behynde. And 
than he comaunded the mpghtycſt cham 
pton of the towne to ſet on both his han⸗ 
des and aſſapc if he myght by fozce pull 


of the hoꝛſt faple at a plucke. And albeit 
that he plucked to the vttcrmoſte of his 
myght : it wolde nat auaple. C And tha 
anon thts Philoſopher made call to the 
preſence of the Senate: the moſt impo⸗ 
tent man of the Lite » a man vnivcldy 
and croked of age. And this Philoſopher 
made thts olde man to plucke the one 
Hcare after a nother of the hoꝛſe taple / 
tyll by lytell aud lytell: by ꝓces the taile 
was waſted clenc away / and the hoꝛſe na 
ked and bart behynde. ¶ Beholde ſaid 
thc Philoſopher » That whylc the taple 
of the hoꝛſe was hole and onc in it ſelfe: 
and cueryche heart with other (undcup⸗ 
ded ) the myghtycſt champpon of pour 
Cite myght do therto no damage. But 
as ſone as cucry hcare was deuyded and 
diſſcuered fro other: he that was leſte of 
power among pe all: lefte neuer tyll the 
tayle was coſumed # bꝛought to nought 
¶ Bp whiche erample ſayd the Philoſo 
pher » Pꝛudentlp aducrte and wyſcly 
caſtc tofoꝛe: that as lounge as pe be one 
in pour fclfe and of one harte: there is 
none ſo ſtronge noꝛ fo mpghty that may 
auapyle by foꝛce to attempte your woꝛthy 
nes. But as ſonc as amonge pour ſelte 
onc is deupded from another; pour enc⸗ 


mpes:thoughe they be full impotente of 
power: they hal by pꝛoces of tymt pluck 
away the moſt fapꝛeſt and the moſt chene 
fcthcrs of your woꝛthynes. C Aud by 
this cramplc the Philoſopher i ofo2cſatd 
teconſpled the Komancs agapne to vnt- 
te:and voyded away diuiſion among rhe 
ſelſe. C Nowe compendioully to re- 
ſoꝛte agapnc to my mater lyke as the ſto 
ty maketh mencion: the Komanes ſtan⸗ 
dyng in great coniraucrſp among them 
ſelfe: to whiche party they ſhulde dꝛawe 
The goddes by many ſygnes and pꝛono 
ſticacions declared vnto them the greate 
myſchefe that was lykely and very ſem⸗ 
blable to folowe. x Foz there appercd 
bnto the many vncouth pmages of ſter⸗ 
res / ſome in bꝛennpng habcrions of fyꝛe. 
¶ And ſome with bꝛyght bꝛondz in their 
handes caſtpngec flame euuyꝛon. ¶ And 
ſome with fyꝛp dartes and ſharpe hoked 
arowes ſhotynge in the apꝛe. ¶ And in 
tſpeciall there appered a large Comcete 
of ſtremes the whiche raught theyꝛ bꝛaũ 
ches on the fonte plages of the fpꝛma⸗ 
ment. ¶ And the ſonne alſo whan he 
tone moſte biyghte in the mcredionall 
plage:the dap vnwarlytourned to night. 
¶ And the pale monc againſt the comon 


courfe of her kynde:ſodeinly ſhe was clip 
ſed of her lyght. And foꝛther the d2cdfull 
Karibe:s of the ſce Cycple was tourned | 
in toblodc. All the houndes alſo: bepng 
in the bondcs of Rome: lette the nopſe of 
they: barkyng/ and in ſygue of pzonoitt= | 
cacion of great ſoꝛowe that was to come 
theyhowled and wepincuted that it was 
— to here / and the ſuperſticious fpꝛe: 

hiche cotynually tofoꝛe was wonte to 
bꝛen in the chaſt temple ofthe goddes cal 
led UAeſta: the flambe of the ſame fyꝛe c⸗ 
uet beyng bꝛyght vpon her aulters. Of 
the whiche fyꝛe: by olde tyme was pꝛo⸗ 
phecied / that as ſonc as it deuyded and 
deharted at wene ( as it dyd than) that 
the feaſtes and the ſolfpnytes of Rome 
ſhulde ceace. And lyke as the ſmokes of 
the funerall fyꝛe ofthe Theban bꝛethern 
departcd at Thebes: Kyght ſo the de⸗ 
partyng of fyꝛe vpon thepꝛ aulters: was 
a true ſygne and a pꝛonoſtyke of diuiſion 
that ſhulde fall among the ſelfe / fpnally 
to declare to cucry region that where as 
the fyꝛe of loue and parfpte charite ſtand 
departed and deupded among them ſclfe 
it is a very euydence / that without reme⸗ 
dy it d:a'v*th to his deſtruction, Alſo an 
tupdent token that ſodepne myſchefe of 


| diuiſion ſhulde folowe: the fompng wa⸗ 
wes of the (ce ſutmountcd the heyght of 
Athlantps hylles. C Alſo all the tyche 
_ in the Teples of Beme: whiche 
ete made of golde / ſplucr / and dpucrs 
other ſondꝛy metalles: ſo as they ſtode 
in theyꝛ ryche & coſtly tabetnacles: they 
were ſene thylke tyme of diuiſion wotul⸗ 
ly coplapnyng and weppng / lo tertoꝛth: 
that the tcarcs of thep2 cyen diſtpiled a 
dobonc into the erth / to complepne the de 
ſolacion of thepꝛ Cite onely cauſed by oc 
caſion oftheyꝛ cõtagcous diuiſion amõg 
thẽ ſelfe. ¶ Byꝛdes alſo agaynſt the cu: 
tome of thepꝛ natute: were ſenc fleynge 
bpo nyghtes. And beſtes alſo were herde 
ſpckpng/ and womẽ bꝛought fozth mon⸗ 
ſtruous chyldꝛen. And all theſe vncouth 
wonders befell but a lyicll tofoze this 
fozeſaid diuiſion i the noble cite of Rome 
foʒ the dꝛedfull tyme appꝛoched full nete 
of the whiche Cy byll ſo long had pꝛophe 
cited afo:c: whan ſhe (cnt the ſhozicſame 
of her ſentẽtce to theScnaiours cf Rome 
cõpendiouſly in the nombꝛc of. vi. lericrs 
Thꝛe. K. K. K. and the. F. F. F. whiche 
were fully the pꝛonoſticacion of. vu. myſ⸗ 
chcfes that ſhulde of neceſſyte fall vnto 
the cite ot Rome: compꝛehended and in⸗ 


cluded in the. vi. letters ſpecifped in this 
wyſe. x Regna / Komc / Ruent. Fero / 
Fla mc / Fame. The Kegion of Romc by 
thꝛe thyngz ſhall dꝛawe to rupnc. Fy2ſte 
by the lwerde of warre amonge the cite. 
And nexte by fyꝛe. And than by hunger, 
The whiche thꝛe myſthefes ſo contage- 
ouſly ſhall aſlayle the Lite: that it ſhalbe 
verpunpoꝛt able vnto the. And the grond 
and roce of all this confuſpon ſhalbe a⸗ 
monge them fcifc diſcoꝛde and diuiſion. 
¶ Foꝛthermoꝛe to declare ſond2y pꝛono 
ſticacions that fell in theyꝛ Lite wha the 
pꝛecſtes made ſattretyte to theyꝛ goddes: 
theyꝛ fyꝛes ſodepuly quenched. ¶ In the 
graues and ſepulctes of deed men: there 
were herde wofull and lamtkt able noyſcs 
and ſowncs whiche dyd put the people in 
very great dꝛede. ¶ And in this wylc 
the myſcheft and the rupne was (hewed 
and declared. ¶ Frꝛſte by dpuers fygu- 
res and ſondꝛy lykenellces of ſterres ſhe⸗ 
wed in the heuen. And nerte by wonder⸗ 
full monſtres in the ert. ¶ Alſo the 
byꝛdes and the ifoules of the apze came 
bomly and nat afrayde fleynge in to the 
Cite / by the whiche ſygric theyꝛ Clerkes 
that be called Angutes expounden it to 
thcy; contuſpon. ¶ And thep by many 


foldc mo ſpgnes than Imap 02 can de⸗ 
clate:t c ſubuetcion of the Lite full long 
was ſhewed tofozne/oncly bygon ofthis 
tontageous dunſton , ¶ But ſhoztlp to 
entreat the ſubſtaunce of the ſtoꝛy whan 
that Ceʒat with ſtrong hande apꝛoched 
the bondes of Rome: aftcr whan he had 
wonnc the Cite of Arumpe: and had alſo 
coquered Rauennc:and Pompey foz fete 
was flcd towarde the parties of Srece to 
make him ſelfe ſtronge. Thep of Rome 
had ſhoꝛtelp determpned in ſentence that 
Ccʒar nat entre the cite:but ſo were that 
his hole tetpnue were leftebehynde. But 
whi they knewe 4 ſawe him ſo paſſpngly 
myghty a ſtrong / they began to quaktẽ in 
they? hertes / and namely wha they were 
deſtptute ot an hede. Of whiche and foz 
that: ſome Dukes of Pompey dꝛewe the 
to the parties of Italye into a Cite whi⸗ 
che whylome was called Ditachiũ. And 
euer this wozthpe knyght Junus with 
his chiualtp purſucd aftcr / and all that 
withſtode he ſlewe. And the remenaũte 
he put manly to flyght . And day by day 
the power of Ceʒar gan multpply and en 
creaſe. ¶ And maugre all hys enc⸗ 
mpes: of very foꝛce he ent red the Cite. 
And as ſome auctours expꝛeſſe: whi the 


Komanes(fo: dꝛede) were redy to receiut 
bym bp thepꝛ gates: be of indpgnacion 
and dildayne: made bꝛeke the walles and 
pꝛoudelp entred as a conqucrourc / and 
tuſtcficd the Romanes as his. And hollyß 
toke on hym the gouernauncc / nat onely | 
ofthe Cite: but of all the hole Emppꝛe. 
¶ And maugre the Senate he bꝛake the 
bꝛaſon doꝛe ot thepꝛ treaſure / and by vyo 
lence toke and raught it away / and plen⸗ 
teoully departed it among his knightes. 
¶ And in this meane whple: full many 
kyngcs of the Ecſt party of the wozlde 
came and aſſembled befoꝛe the fozeſapd 
Cite called Dirachium. Of entent to ſu⸗ 
ſtepne the partye of Pompey agapnſte 
Julius. And as ſone as there was made 
rclacton to Julius Ceʒat of this greate 
aiicmblc : He made no delap: but with 
all his power paſſed by a coũttep whiche 
of mpne auctour is called Epirum. And 
ſo he entred in to the coſtes of Theſſalpe / 
where as he founde Pompep : batapled 
agaynſte hym with fourc ſcoꝛe Cohoꝛtes 
and eyght / departed in to thc wardes. 

¶ Nowe to declare the nombꝛe and the 
multptude of a Cohozte: pe ſhall vnder⸗ 
ſfande that there ben two mancr of Co⸗ 
hoꝛtes / the moꝛe: and the leſſe. And the 


moꝛe by diſcripcion of Auctours / contep⸗ 
neth fyuc hundꝛeth / and the lcfle : fouxe 
hundzcth. There were alſo on the party 
of Pompey: fourty thouſãde of fote me. 
Andi the lette wynge / there were beſpde 
all this / ſpre hundꝛed knyghtes on hoꝛſe 
backe. And in the ryght wynge: there 
werte. v. C. Amonge whiche as Unicent 
in his mp2rour hyſtozall maketh mpnde 
there were many kpuges and pꝛpyuces / 
and many other woꝛthp ſenatours and 
knyghtcs of Rome whiche came in de⸗ 
fence of Pompey. ¶ And as it is rem ⸗ 
bꝛed alſo: Ccʒ ar had. lxxx.Cohoꝛtes / de⸗ 
uyded and departed in thꝛe wardes. And 
with this he had. xxx. M. of tote men / 
without paſſyng great nöbze of knyghte 
on hoꝛlbackc. And i this moztall bataple 
all the party of Põpey were put to fleght 
and there were ſlaine on his ſyde. xu. M. 
and of woꝛthyleders whiche be called LE 
turians: were ſlayne.xxxiu. And Pom⸗ 
pey fled out of the felde / and foꝛ refuge 
toke a Shype and paſſed by the bondes 
of Aſye thꝛough Thyꝛpe / and aryued in 
Egypte. And there anon at his ariuaple 
by the comaundement of Tholome king 
of Egypte: he was beheded only foꝛ loue 
and fauourc of Cezar. ¶ And fro this 
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bictozy this foꝛſapd Lczar haſted to the 
partyes of Spꝛpe / towarde the myghty 
Cite of Alyſaundꝛe. And there Tholome 
kynge of Alyſaũdꝛe helde a bataple with 
Ccʒ at / both on lande and on water. In 
whiche warre were ſlainc. xxu. Min the 
felde. And. xu. hundꝛerh Shypes diſcom 
fytcd and dꝛowned. x And Tholome the 
kyng: as he wolde haue fled out of a hyp 
(fo2 haſte) he fell in to the (cc æ was dꝛow 
ned. And as his body was caſte to lande: 
he was knowẽ and diſcouered by a gylte 
Haberion / the whiche Habcrion Julius 
Lezar made tobe ſent vnto the Lite of 
Ailyſaundze/ foꝛ dꝛede of whiche : they of 
Alyſaund:c pelded the Cite vnto hym. 
C Thi hc repaired agapne in to Egppte 
and by occaſpon of the deth ot Tholome: 
he gaue the Septre and the Kealme and 
the. hole goucrnaunce of Egyte vnto the 
quene Clcopatra. C And ſo after the Lo 
queſte of many other Pꝛoupnces / Regi⸗ 
ons / and Landes: he made his repapꝛe 
agayne the ſeconde tyme vnto the Cite 
of Kome. And rherc he dyd take vpõ him 
two offpces/ both of Counſeyle # of Dic⸗ 
tatour. C And fro thenſe he wente vnto 
the Lonqucſte of Affryke . And there bez 
gan a newe warte. In eſpeciall agapuſte 


all the Alyaunce and the blode of Pom- 
pey. And ſlewe all the Dukes that were 
enclpncd to be fauourable to the partye 
of Pompey / among whiche were ſlapne 
thꝛe myghty Pꝛynces / Fauſtus / Lilla / 
e Poſtumus. And Pompepa the dough⸗ 
ter ot Pompep: tuged to be deed. ¶ And 
fro thoſe parties he entred with a mygh⸗ 
ty and ſtrong hande into Spapne. And 
there (ſo as Suetonius wꝛyteth) he toke 
vpon hym power to recepue the trybute / 
whiche on the party of Spapne was due 
vnto Rome. ¶ And ſo as this ſtoꝛy ma⸗ 
keth mencion he pꝛoceded ſo farre in his 
— — ſo that he came to the Ppllers 
of Hades. And there he entred in to the 
temple of the ſtrong myghty CThampion 
called Hercules. And whan he behelde 
in the ſame tẽple arpche pmage of golde 
ſct vp foꝛ a memoꝛp ofkyng Alpſaundze. 
C Anon this Lezar gan to ſygh and cõ⸗ 
plaync in hym ſelfc: that he neuer might 
att apne in his conqueſt to deſerue fo vic⸗ 
tozious a Palme of wozthpnes: as in 
theyꝛ tyme dyd Alpſaunder and Hercu- 
cules. x And thus penſpble and heuy(he 
pſſuyng out of the Temple of Hercules) 
fully purpoſcd him i his courage: knyght 
ly to take vpon hym of manly courage:

ſome newe enterpꝛyſes ofhygh | 
And whyles that hc was thus ſuppuſed 
in his beſt thought: The ncrte nyght en⸗ 
ſuyng / he had a wondertul viſion: whiche 
was this. It ſemed vnto hymn his 
ſlepe / that he medled with his owne mos 
ther. Ot the whiche dꝛeme he full greatly 
afrayd aud hozribly agriſed: made call to 
his pꝛeſencc / his wyple Philoſophers and 
diuinours / to gyuc a playne and a clere 
interpꝛetacion vpon his dꝛeme . * And 
they anon cõcluded in ſhoꝛte ſentẽce that 
it was an cupdent ſygne that he ſhuld be 
fully put in poſſeſſpon to haue the Impe⸗ 
riall dominacion ouer all the woꝛlde. Foz 
theſe pꝛudent Philoſophers vnderſtode 
nothyng by the fleſſhcly cõtunction that 
he had with his mother: but a knotte of 
alyaunce / perfourmed vp bet wene the 
erth and hym. Underſtandyng in thepz 
expoſicion: that the erth is pꝛimoꝛdiall 
mother of all thyng / concludyng therby 
that he ſhulde attayne to be loꝛde æ Em⸗ 
pcrour oucr all the partyes of the erth. 
¶ And thus in all haſt after the myghty 
coqueſt of Aſtrpke / he repapꝛed the thirde 
tyme to Rome, And was made Empe⸗ 
rotre ouer all the woꝛlde. And was ſo 
farfozth enhaunced on heyght: that the 


Sonne of his wozthyncs was ronne fo 

farte vpon his ſpere that it attayned to 
the hygheſt pꝛycke of his exultacion. So 
that of neceſſpte he muſt diſcende. ¶ Foz 
as the ſtoꝛy maketh mencion: he pericue 
ted nat in his Emppꝛe fully the ſpace of 
tpue pere. C And fo? to tcherce compen⸗ 
dioufly the pꝛodigies and the wonderful 
ſygnes that betell afoꝛe his deth. ¶ It 
is remembꝛed that the ſame pere of Ju⸗ 
lus deth: In the ple of Lapwep: tyete 
was foundc by Quarrcours of the Loun 
trep a Biche Tombe of Stone. And ther 
in was founde a lytell tablet ot golde gra 
uen with letters of Grcke / ſapug in this 
wyſc. ¶ : whan cucr it ſhall befall that 
the Zombe of Capps ſhalbe opened: and 
that his bonesſhalbe vncloſed / that ſame 
pere ſhall the noble and wozthyLonque- 
rour Julius Ce ar be murdꝛed in the Ca 
pytoly at Rome by the falſe conſpiracyc 
and pmaginacion of them that hehath 
truſtcd moſt. C Nowe was this foꝛſapd 
Capps a wozthy man and of great auc⸗ 
toꝛite: and the fyꝛſte founder and begyn⸗ 
nynger cf the countrey of Capwey / and 
_ named after him. And lyke as the letters 
in Grcke ſpecified it befell. ¶ And the 
ſeconde pꝛodigythat befcl tofoꝛe the deth 
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of Lezar: was this. x Upon the ſame 
nyght tofoꝛe: that he was ſlayne on the 
moꝛowe: This noble Conquerour Ju⸗ 
lus had a reuclacton . x Sempng vnto 
hym in his flepe: that he was wynged 
lyke an Egle. And howe he toke his 
fleght ſo hygh / that he ſoꝛed abouc the 
ſkyes/ and apꝛoched to the Celeſtiall (ce 
of Jupiter: And fell downe vpo the right 
hande of his god. ¶ Another maruey- 
lous ſygue oꝛ pꝛodigy there fell. x Alſo 
his wyte named Caliphurna: a lytell to 
foꝛe the deth of her loꝛde Julius: had a 
wonderfull dꝛeme oꝛ viſton / ſemyng vn- 
to her whan ſhe was a flepc : That the 
molt hygheſt Pynacle of the Imperiall 
palays:ſodeinly and vnwarely fel downe 
and thervpon incontynently all the wyn 
dowes of the Chambꝛe where ſhe ſlepte: 
without hande of any man / ſodepnly 
bꝛake a two theyꝛ barres of y2on and ope 
ned. x Of whiche noyſe ſhe beynge ſoꝛe 
akrayde ĩ her ſlepc / and of feminine dꝛede 
full ſoꝛe ſyghed in her herte: as ſhe that 
coulde nat conceyuc in mynde what it 
ment. C Alſo as Unpycent in his hyſto⸗ 
riall bokes maketh mecion: An hundꝛed 
daycs befoꝛc his pytcous murder: in the 
large market place of Rome / where as 
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the ſtature and the great ymage ol Cezat 
ſtode vpon an hyghe ppller of ſtone: the 
name ot Cc ar graut with letters of gold 
abouc his heed: whan the wether and the 
attempꝛe apꝛe was moſt clere aud ſtyll / 
with a ſodeyne ſtroke of the fyꝛy leuen / 
the fyꝛſte lettre ot his name. C. was ſmy 
ten away. Declaryng by this pꝛonoſtical 
ſygne that lyke as this lettre. C. in nom⸗ 
bꝛe betokeneth an hundꝛeth: and was 
alſo moſt craftely wꝛoght and grauen as 
foꝛ the chete capitall letter of his name / 
to ſhewe openly that the raſpng away of 
this letter by vyolence of the fyꝛy leuen: 
that he that was heed of all the erthe / 
within the ſpace of a hũdꝛeth dayes next 
enſupnge: ſhulde be vengeably murdꝛed 
in Rome. ¶ Alſo the ſame day of his 
murder: as he wente moſte ryally iu his 
Imperiall arayc towarde the Lonſyſto- 
ry: a pooꝛe man named Tongilius toke 
hym lettres of all the purpoſcd cõſpiracy 
by the Senate vpon his deth. But fo2 he 
was neglygent to rede the lettres and to 
vncloſe them: the vengeable murder was 
execute vpon hym. ¶ By whiche cram- 
plc: let no man be ſlowe noꝛ neglygente 
to rede his letters / leſt after foꝛ his necli⸗ 
gete it map tournc him to great damage 
C. . 


whiche alter map nat lyghtty be recouc⸗ 
red. And the chete cauſe and wozker 
ofthis murder: was Bzutus Lrallus / 
aſſocied vuto him two hundꝛed and lirty 
ot the Senate: all haupug Bodkyns in 
thepꝛ ſleues. * And as it is in ſtoꝛp re⸗ 
mebꝛed: He had ſourc and twenty deedly 
woundcs as he ſat in the Capptoly. 

And as ſaycth myne auctourc / he neuer 
in all his ſmarte: made nouther crye noꝛ 
no noyſc / excepte oncly a lamtt able and 
a doloꝛous ſyghe lyke a man that with 
ſodeyne ſoꝛowe were afraped, ¶ So 
that touchynge the vengeable maner of 
his pptcous murder: J map conclude 
with hym that was Flourc of Poectes in 
our Englyſſhe tonge/ and the fyꝛſte that. 
euer enlumpned our language with flou- 
res of Kcthoꝛyquc and of Eloqucucc . 
I mene my M aiſter Chauter / whiche 

copcndiouſly wꝛote the deth of this 
myghty Emperoure / Sapng 
in this wyſc: as folowcth ,

with Bodkyne! wes Cezor Julius 
rdꝛed at Rome / of Brutus Craſſus 


When many a region:he had brought full lo we 


To: who may truſte Fortune any chrowWe « - 
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dent maiſter totoꝛe ſapd: The fro- 
warde and the contraryous Lady Dame 
Foztune : ſparcth neyther Emperoure 
noꝛ Kyng/ to plonge hym downe ſodeyn 
ly fro the hygheſt pꝛycke of her vnſtable 
whele. £> Alas that neuer man lyſte to 
lyfte vp his hertes eye / and pꝛudently to 
aduerte the mutabtlite and the ſodepne 
chaunge of this falſe wozlde , x And let 
the wyſe gouernours of euerp lande and 
region make a myꝛroure in they? mynde 
of this manly man Julius / and conſpder 
in theyꝛ hertes the contageous damages 
and the impoꝛtable harmes of diuiſion / 
and let them fe aduyſcdly / and take er- 
ample howe the ambictous pꝛyde of Ju⸗ 
lius / the freting enup of Pompepus / and 
the vnſtauncheable gredy Louetyſc of 
Marcus Craſſus: were chefe # pꝛimoꝛ⸗ 
diall cauſc of thep2 deſtruction. Erecuted 
and accoinpkyſlſhcd by crucll deth. xx And 
nat onely that theſe afoꝛſayd thꝛe abho- 
mynable vyces were cauſe of theyꝛ owne 
deth onely: but occaſpon of many a thou⸗ 
ſande other / many moꝛe than J can tell. 
(C.. Thus the Lite ot Rome nat oncly 
made bare and barapne of theyꝛ olde ry⸗ 
ches / and ſpoyled of they: treaſure on the 


tone ſpde : but deſtytute and deſolate by 
deth of theyꝛ knyghthode on the other 
ſyde. x Me ſemeth ought ynough lutfice 
tocremplifywhat it is to begyn a warre: 
And ſpecially to conſyder the irrecupera 
ble harmes of diuiſion. And foz this ſkyll 
(moſte eſpecially by comaundemet of my 
maiſter) JF toke vpon me this lytell 
tranſlacion / and after my lytell 
conynge : haue put it in 
remembꝛaunce.
